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25. (Currently Amended) The A method of manufacturing a cascadab le file jacket 
claim 19, comprising: 

providing a planar flexible substrate, the flexible substrate having a 
rectangular shape including a narrow end; 

forming a p lurality of mounting holes in the narrow end; 

attaching an expandable file pocket to the flexible substrate, the pocket having 
first and second plies cooperating to define an interior, the second ply including integrally 
formed first and second tabs adapted to fixedly engage a back surface of the flexible 
substrate, and a front surface of the flexible substrate being disposed between the back 
surface and the first ply; and 

further in clu d i n g attaching additional expandable file pockets to the flexible 
substrate in a cascading fashion.

27. (Previously Presented) A method of manufacturing a cascadable file jacket 
comprising: 

providing a flexible substrate, the flexible substrate having a rectangular shape 
including a narrow end; 

forming a plurality of mounting holes in the narrow end; and 

attaching an expandable file pocket to the flexible substrate, the pocket having 
first and second plies cooperating to define an interior, the second ply including integrally 
formed first and second tabs adapted to fixedly engage a back surface of the flexible 
substrate, the manufacturing of the expandable file pocket including providing a blank 
including the first and second plies separated by a foldline, folding the first and second plies 
along the foldline to define the interior, and affixing the first ply to the second ply to define a 
two-sided pocket.
